No dog, purebred or mixed breed 
can move as staunchily and freely 
as it should if it does not have 
strong feet. This includes bone and 
sinew, sturdy pads, and strong toe­ 
nails that are not permitted to 
grow too long. 
Certainly no gundog or hound 
could stand up to its work in the 
field if its feet were bad. The 
feet of a sheepdog 
earning 
its 
keep in the Western ranges are 
almost as important as the dog s 
its whole life as an apartm ent pet 
is little better than a cripple if it 
limps around on weak flat feet, 
stumbling over fragile toenails as 
long as claws. 
Keeping nails in shape is really 
a very simple matter. Tests in

C ertainly no gundog or hound 
could stand up to its work in the 
field if its feet were bad. The 
feet of a sheepdog 
earning 
its 
keep in the W estern ranges are 
alm ost as im portant as the dog’s 
its whole life as an apartm ent pet 
is little better than a cripple if it 
limps around on weak flat feet, 
stum bling over fragile toenails as 
long as claws. 
Keeping nails in shape is really 
a very simple m atter. Tests in

No dog, purebred or mixed breed 
can move as staunchly and freely 
as it should if it does not have 
strong feet. This includes bone and 
sinew, sturdy pads, and strong toe­ 
nails that a re not perm itted to 
grow too long. 
Certainly no gundog or hound 
could stand up to its work in the 
field if its feet were bad. The 
feet of a sheepdog 
earning 
its 
keep in the W estern ranges are 
almost as im portant as the dog s 
its whole life as an apartm ent pct 
is little better than a cripple if it 
limps around on weak flat feet, 
stumbling over fragile toenails as 
long as claw s. 
Keeping nails in shape is really 
a very sim ple m atter. Tests in 
the

the exact am ount of calcium and

Regardless of breeding, no pup­ 
py can develop the strong feet, 
nails, and pasterns it should have,
